Lighting is one of the big

have. Sisco prefers bright, 
sunny days for all of his 
work. but says that bright, 
hazy days a re satisfactory 
for

photography. 
F lash can be used when light 
is inadequate and in broad 
d a y lig h t to so ften h a rs h 
shadowy lines 
B a c k l i g h t i n g 
a n d 
sidelighting a re good for the 
hom e photographer. 
Sisco 
says, adding that they’re an 
outstanding way to m ake a 
picture out of the ordinary. 
At 
the 
n e w s p a p e r 
Sisco 
w o rrie s 
m ost 
ab o u t 
the 
r e p r o d u c ta b ility 
of 
his 
p h o t o g r a p h s . 
U n u s u a I 
lighting 
m a k e s 
p rin tin g 
m ore difficult. 
H o a r d in g the use of light 
m eters, Sisco says ‘‘I’ve not 
been too satisfied with built­ 
in light m e ters.” He still 
takes his readings each time 
he shoots. ‘‘If I’m in doubt as 
to the light I bracket my 
exposures.” he states. 
Sisco hedges on singling 
out any n um ber one secret to 


good garden photography 
but from the experience ot 
watching him work, it must 
be his patience. He looks 
over all angles from which 
the picture could be shot.

Nitrogen is necessary for 
all 
vegetative 
growth 
roots, leaves, stems, flowers 
and fruits 
Among other 
functions, it is partially 
responsible for the green 
color of chlorophyll and is 
essential to protein for 
mation 
A deficiency of 
nitrogen causes the lower 
leaves to become yellow 


Phosphorous is essential to 
cell division, root formation, 
flowering and fruiting It’s 
also involved in the storage 
and transfer of energy vital 
to all growth processes 
Consequently, 
phosphorous 
deficiency 
causes 
stunted 
growth and poor flowering 
and fruiting. 


The roles of potassium are 
not well defined as yet. but 
experience shows that plants 
cannot grow properly w ith it 
Potassium deficiency symp 
toms vary tremendoui 
but stunted growth and dark 
or purple discoloration are 
common symptoms in many 
plants. 


Iron is another problem 
element in many areas It is 
essential 
to 
chlorophyll 
formation (that green color) 
and other growth processes. 
The new growth of plants 
having an iron deficiency 
have yellowed leaves with 
green veins 


Nitrogen is readily washed 
out of the soil and plants by 
rain and irrigation so there’s 
usually not much there. 
Phosphorous, potassium and 
iron are generally present in 
large quantities but very, 
very little is available for 
most plants because the soil 
ties them up pretty tightly. 
This is particularly true in 
our alkaline soils. 


Help Flowers E njo y 


It’s not just a lot o f flow ­ 
ery talk but good gardening 
sense to help your flowers 
live to a ripe old age. Here 
are some suggestions to help 
you keep your garden look­ 
ing lovelier longer. 
D on 't overcrowd 
Learn 
how tall and how wide each 
p lan t w ill grow and seed 
accordingly. If you have to 
thin them later, they'll have 
a better chance of surviving 
if you do so just after the 
seedlings have sprouted. 
Do 
plant taller flowers 
behind shorter ones. It will 
help heighten your garden s 
appearance 
D o n't plant too deeply. 
This slows germination and 
c o u l d nip g r o w t h in the 
bud. T h e seeds should be 
covered but not buried. 
Do protect your plants 
from pests. The average gar

Y ou can control

Where garden space is 
available, Cotner suggests 
leaving the less damaged 
plants and replanting the 
remainder of the crop. 


“ Most vegetable seed will 
germinate rapidly once the 
soil 
has 
warmed, 
so 
replanting is often the best 
alternative. Of course, 
if 
transplants can be obtained, 
you can gain several weeks 
of valuable growing time.” 
In many areas of the state, 
it is too late to replant cool 
season vegetables such as 
lettuce, carrots, cabbage 
and 
cauliflower. 


“Whether damaged plants 
are left to recuperate or the 
crops are replanted, 
the 
overall delay in production 
will mean closer attention to 
care and maintenance of the 
crops in the months ahead,” 
points out the horticulturist. 
“ Insects will become more 
active as the growing season 
progresses, so plants must 
be checked more closely and 
control measures taken as 
the situation warrants.”

Plants near an entryway 
garden must be chosen most 
carefully

Avoid plants with con 
spumous 
thorns, 
insect 
potential, bad odors or other

Recessed

shaded 
entryways are a common 
problem 
for homeowners. 
Often plants receive only a 
few hours of bright light, 
often no direct sunlight at 
all Again, container grown 
specimens may come to the

Rotate plants in and out 
regularly to keep up their 
vigor 
Good choices might 
include cleyera, azalea, 
terns, dwarf yaupon holly,

Walks and steps may well 
be the single most prominent 
part

feeling of spaciousness. 
Walks should be wide enough 
for two visitors abreast. 
Walks should approximate 
the shortest route from 
parking to entry. Slight 
curves and turns are fine but 
roundabout routes will likely 
cause paths.

treads should be one foot or 
more with risers of roughly 
six inches.

Heavy, clay soils have 
good water-holding ability 
and will need less frequent 
watering, whereas sandy 
soils 
have 
poor 
water- 
holding ability and will need 
watering more frequently. 


To determine if a garden 
needs watering, a good 
gardener will not only check 
the soil surface, but will also 
look at and feel the soil below 
the surface. A soil that is 
relatively dry at the depth of 
one to two inches will usually 
need additional water. 


The home garden can be 
watered by sprinkling and 
surface watering. Sprinkling 
is by far the easiest method 
and suits many fall and 
winter vegetable 
crops.
